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Biden pushes effort to combat rising tide of violent crime 


(AP) President Joe 
Biden plans to lay out 
new steps to stem a rising 
national tide of violent 
crime, with a particular 
focus on gun violence, as 
administration officials 
brace for what they fear 
could be an especially tur- 
bulent summer. 


The worry over crime is real: 
It has created economic hard- 
ship, displacement and anxi- 
ety. But there are also tricky 
politics at play. The spike 
in crime has become a Re- 
publican talking point and 
has been a frequent topic of 
conversation on conservative 
media. 


White House aides believe 
that Biden, with his long leg- 
islative record on crime as a 
former senator, 1s not easy to 
paint as soft on the issue, and 
the president has been clear 
that he is opposed to the “de- 
fund the police” movement, 
which has been effectively 
used against other Democrats 
to paint them as anti-law en- 
forcement. But Biden also is 
trying to boost progressives’ 
efforts to reform policing. 
And while combating crime 
and reforming the police 
don’t have to be at odds with 
each other, the two efforts are 
increasingly billed that way. 





In a speech on Wednesday, 
Biden is to unveil a series of 
executive orders aimed at re- 
ducing violence, and he will 
renew his calls for Congress 
to pass gun legislation, aides 
said. Ahead of the speech, 
the Justice Department an- 
nounced new strike forces 
aimed at tackling gun traf- 
ficking in five cities. 


The White House also 
planned to convene a meet- 
ing Wednesday of a bipartisan 
group of mayors, members 
of the law enforcement com- 
munity, experts and commu- 
nity activists. White House 
staff members have also been 
in touch with legislators and 
congressional staff. 


“Yes, there need to be reforms 
of police systems across the 
country. The president is a 
firm believer in that,” White 
House press secretary Jen 
Psaki said ‘Tuesday. “But 
there are also steps he can 
take as president of the Unit- 
ed States to help address and 
hopefully reduce that crime. 
A big part of that, in his view, 
is putting in place gun safety 
measures ... using the bully 





pulpit but also using levers at 
his disposal as president.” 


In April, Biden announced 
a half-dozen executive ac- 
tions on gun control, includ- 
ing cracking down on “ghost 
guns,” homemade firearms 
that lack serial numbers used 
to trace them and that are 
often purchased without a 


background check. 


There is also new federal 
funding from the $1.9 tril- 
lion COVID-19 relief pack- 
age directed toward munici- 
pal governments, allowing 
them to keep more police of- 
ficers on the street. Aides said 
Biden would also urge a swift 
confirmation of his choice to 
head the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Ex- 
plosives. 


But Biden is limited in his 
power to act alone. The 
House passed two bills re- 
quiring background checks 
on all firearms sales and 
transfers and allowing an 
expanded 10-day review for 
gun purchases. But that legis- 
lation faces strong headwinds 
in the Senate, where some 
Republican support would be 
needed for passage. 





Deputy Attorney General 
Lisa Monaco said ‘Tuesday 
that she has seen double-digit 
increases in murder and vio- 
lent crime nationwide. 


“It is staggering. It is sober- 
ing,” she said at a violent- 
crime forum held by the 
Washington-based Police 
Executive Research Forum. 
“And it’s something that DOJ 
is committed to do all we 
can to reverse what are pro- 
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foundly troubling trends.” 


Monaco said the Justice De- 
partment would launch strike 
forces in Chicago, New York, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Washington, D.C., to 
help reduce violent crime by 
addressing illegal gun traf- 
ficking, building on an initia- 
tive begun last month. 


If the federal effort sounds 
familiar, it is. Federal op- 
erations have often been 
launched to help cities fac- 
ing spiking crime. President 
Donald Trump announced 
something similar last year 
when he and then-Attor- 
ney General William Barr 
launched Operation Legend, 
named for a boy who was 
shot to death in Kansas City, 
Missouri. In that effort, hun- 
dreds of investigators were 
deployed to nine cities with 
rising crime, prioritizing the 
arrest of violent criminals. 

Trump, though, laid blame 
for the spike in crime on pro- 
testers who demonstrated 
against police brutality fol- 
lowing the killing of George 
Floyd in Minneapolis. He 
claimed that Democrats were 
allowing crime to run amok 
in their cities. But despite 
pockets of violence in both 
Democratic- and Republi- 
can-run cities, the protests 
were mostly peaceful. A Har- 
vard Radcliffe Institute study 
found there were no injuries 
reported in 97% of the events. 
Still, Republican leaders con- 
tinue to echo Trump’s claims. 





And while crime is rising — 
homicides and shootings are 
up from the same period last 
year in Chicago; Los Ange- 
les; Minneapolis; Portland, 











$ 
Oregon; Baltimore; Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana; and Hous- 





ton — violent crime overall 
remains lower than it was a 
decade ago or even five years 
ago. And most violent crimes 
plummeted during the first 
six months of the pandemic, 
as people stayed indoors and 
away from others. 


Crime started creeping up 
last summer, a trend crimi- 
nologists say is hard to define 
and is likely due to a variety 
of factors such as historic un- 
employment, fear over the 
virus and mass anger over 
stay-at-home orders. Pub- 
lic mass shootings have also 
made an alarming return. 


“Many of us — if not most 
of us — are seeing a rise in 
crime, while at the same 
time, we're hearing calls for 
reform,” Baltimore Police 
Commissioner Michael Har- 
rison said of cities in remarks 
at the police forum. “And 
some of those calls are to the 
extreme of dismantle and de- 
fund ... while all of the same 
time we're sworn to protect 
the people.” 


Interest in guns, too, is on the 
rise. The number of people 
stopped from buying guns 
through the U.S. background 


check system hit an all-time 
high of more than 300,000 
last year amid a surge of fire- 
arm sales. And several states 
have passed laws barring fed- 
eral gun control laws from 
taking effect. 


Louisville Metro Police 
Chief Erika Shields said lax 
gun laws and the presence of 
illegal guns on the streets are 
compounding the violence. 


“When everyone can have a 
gun, they tend to,” she said. 
“And it just leads to more il- 
legal guns on the street.” 


The Justice Department re- 
cently announced a sweeping 
investigation into the Louis- 
ville police over the March 
2020 death of Breonna Tay- 
lor, who was shot to death 
by police during a raid at her 
home. A similar investigation 
was launched into the Min- 
neapolis police force. 


The rise in violence comes 
against the backdrop of a na- 
tional debate on policing and 
as a police reform bill is being 
crafted in Congress. Psaki on 
Tuesday dismissed sugges- 
tions that a presidential event 
focused on cracking down on 
crime would undermine that 
legislative effort. 


As asenator, Biden wrote sev- 
eral major anti-crime packag- 
es, including a 1994 bill that 
contained provisions now 
viewed by some as an overre- 
action to the crime spikes in 
the 1980s and 1990s. Critics 
say those bills helped lead to 
mass incarceration of Black 
Americans, and Biden’s in- 
volvement became a flash- 
point in his 2020 campaign. 


Biden has expressed second 
thoughts about some aspects 
of the legislation, and he has 
acknowledged its harmful 
impact on many Black Amer- 
icans. But he and his allies 
still hold out the law’s pro- 
visions to address domestic 
violence, ban assault weap- 
ons and finance community 
policing. 
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Background checks blocked a record high 300,000 gun sales 


(AP) — The number of 
people stopped from buy- 
ing guns through the U.S. 
background check sys- 
tem hit an all-time high 
of more than 300,000 last 
year amid a surge of fire- 
arm sales, according to 
new records obtained by 
the group Everytown for 
Gun Safety. 


The FBI numbers provid- 
ed to The Associated Press 
show the background checks 
blocked nearly twice as many 
gun sales in 2020 as in the 
year before. About 42% of 
those denials were because 
the would-be buyers had 
felony convictions on their 
records. 


The increase in blocked gun 
sales largely tracks with the 
record-setting surge in sales 
that took hold along with the 
coronavirus pandemic and 
has continued into this year, 
through historic demonstra- 
tions against police brutality, 
deep political divisions and 
an insurrection at the U.S. 


Capitol. 


It comes as Congress has 
failed to pass major legis- 
lation on guns despite the 
Democratic majority and 
President Joe Biden’s push. 
A bill that would strengthen 
background checks is stalled 





in the Senate. The House in 
March passed the legislation 
requiring the checks on all 
sales and transfers, as well 
as an expanded 10-day re- 
view for gun purchases. Most 
states require background 
checks only for sales at fed- 
erally licensed dealers. But 
the legislation faces an uphill 
battle getting any Republican 
support in the Senate. 


According to the data, the 
rate of barred would-be gun 
buyers also increased some- 
what over the previous two 
years, from about 0.6% to 
0.8%. That could be in part 
because many of the people 
who tried to get guns in 2020 
were buying them for the 
first time and may not have 
been aware that they were 


legally barred from owning 
them, said Adam Winkler, a 
UCLA Law professor spe- 
cializing in gun policy. 


“Some may have a felony 
conviction on their record 
and not think about it,” he 
sald. 


Making a false statement 
in connection with a back- 
ground check is a felony 
punishable by up to 10 years 
in prison and a hefty fine, but 
few people are prosecuted for 
what would amount to lying 
on the form filled out before 
a gun purchase, he said. 


In 2017, just 12 of the 
112,000 people denied a gun 
purchase, about 0.01%, were 
federally prosecuted, largely 


due to limited resources for 
the time-intensive investi- 
gations, according to a U.S. 
Government Accountability 
Office report. 


Everytown’s research found 
that 16% of would-be gun 
buyers in 2020 were pro- 
hibited by state law, like the 
extreme-risk protection or- 
ders or red-flag laws passed 
in several states. Another 
12% were related to domestic 
violence, either people sub- 
ject to a protective order or 
convicted of a misdemeanor 
domestic violence crime. 





The data shows how neces- 
sary the legislation is, said 
Sarah Burd-Sharps, Every- 
town's director of research. 


“There's no question that 
background checks work, 
but the system is working 
overtime to prevent a re- 
cord number of people with 
dangerous prohibitors from 
being able to buy firearms,” 
she said in a statement. “The 
loopholes in the law allow 
people to avoid the system, 
even if they just meet online 
or at a gun show for the first 
time.” 


Gun rights groups have 
pushed back against the pro- 
posal, and Alan Gottlieb, 
founder of the group the Sec- 


ond Amendment Founda- 
tion, said the increase in de- 
nials might be partly because 
more states have been updat- 
ing their records of restricted 
people. There are sometimes 
false positives as well, he said. 
“A day doesn’t go by that our 
office doesn’t get complaint 
calls from people who’ve 
been denied wrongly,” he 
said. 


The data also comes as a 
erowing number of conser- 
vative-leaning states drop re- 
quirements for people to get 
background checks and train- 
ing to carry guns in public. 


Texas last week became the 
latest state of about 20 to drop 
permitting requirements 
amid a push that began gath- 
ering steam several years ago. 
Gun rights groups say those 
requirements are an unfair 
burden for law-abiding gun 
owners, but firearm safety 
groups worry it’s a dangerous 
trend that will allow more 
firearms in the wrong hands. 


Denial data is released by the 
FBI, but the information col- 
lected by Everytown breaks 
1t down by year and includes 
data from states such as Cali- 
fornia and Florida, which 
conduct their own back- 
ground checks. 





US official to address legacy of suis inal boarding schools

Deb Haaland and other federal 
officials are expected Tuesday to 
announce steps the federal gov- 
ernment plans to take to recon- 
cile the troubled legacy of board- 
ing school policies on Indigenous 
families and communities. 


A member of New Mexico’s Laguna 
Pueblo and the first Native American 
to serve as a Cabinet secretary, Haa- 
land is scheduled to outline a path 
forward while addressing members 
of the National Congress of Ameri- 
can Indians during the group’s mid- 
year conference. 


Starting with the Indian Civilization 
Act of 1819, the U.S. enacted laws 
and policies to establish and support 
Indian boarding schools across the 
nation. For over 150 years, hundreds 
of thousands of Indigenous children 
were taken from their communities 
and forced into boarding schools that 
focused on assimilation. 


The recent discovery of children’s re- 
mains buried at the site of what was 
once Canada’s largest Indigenous res- 
idential school has magnified interest 





in that legacy both in Canada and the 
United States. 


In Canada, more than 150,000 First 
Nations children were required to at- 
tend state-funded Christian schools 
as part of a program to assimilate 


o 


la, 


them into society. They were forced 
to convert to Christianity and were 
not allowed to speak their native lan- 





guages. Many were beaten and ver- 
bally abused, and up to 6,000 are said 
to have died. 


graves in Canada, Haaland recount- 
ed her own family’ s story in a recent 
opinion piece published by the Wash- 
ington Post. 


Past efforts by the federal government 
to “eradicate our culture and erase us 
as a people” is a history that needs to 
be acknowledged, she wrote. 


Haaland cited statistics from the Na- 
tional Native American Boarding 
School Healing Coalition, which re- 
ported that by 1926, more than 80% 
of Indigenous school-age children 
were attending boarding schools that 
were run either by the federal gov- 
ernment or religious organizations. 
Besides providing resources and rais- 
ing awareness, the coalition has been 
working to compile additional re- 
search on U.S. boarding schools and 
deaths that many say is sorely lacking. 


Experts say removing children from 
their families and homes has had mul- 
tigenerational effects on Indigenous 
communities, from the loss of Native 
languages and cultural resources to 
cycles of violence and abuse. 
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Migrant youth describe desperation to leave large shelters 


(AP) - A 13-year-old Hon- 
duran girl who spent two 
months at the govern- 
ment's largest emergency 
shelter for migrant chil- 
dren said she was put on 
suicide watch and was 
eating only popsicles and 
juice because the food 
smelled so foul. At anoth- 
er site, a 17-year-old Sal- 
vadoran girl said she had 
to wear the same clothes 
and underwear for two 
weeks and spent most days 


in bed. 


At a third facility in Texas, a 
16-year-old Honduran boy 
said he had not met with a 
case manager for more than 
three weeks to see whether 
he could go live with his sis- 
ter in New Orleans. 


“I am desperate. I wouldn't 
mind being here for 20 or 30 
days if I knew that I was go- 
ing to be released soon. But 
because the process hasn’t 
started and because I had 
no idea what’s happening or 
when the process will start, 
that makes me feel very, very 
anxious. I don’t know when 
this will end,” he said. 


More than a dozen immi- 
grant children described sim- 
llar conditions and despera- 
tion to get out of large-scale 
emergency care facilities set 
up by the Biden administra- 
tion at places like convention 
centers and military bases to 
address a record rise in the 
number of children crossing 
the U.S.-Mexico border. 





The children were inter- 
viewed by immigrant advo- 
cates from March to June, 
and their accounts were filed 
late Monday with a federal 
court in Los Angeles that 
oversees a longstanding set- 
tlement governing custody 
conditions for children who 
cross the border alone. 


Advocates have said for weeks 
that President Joe Biden's 
administration is taking too 
long to release children to 
relatives in the United States 
and that conditions at some 
of the unlicensed emergency 
facilities are inadequate and 
distressing. The Obama and 
Trump administrations also 
faced challenges addressing 
the care of unaccompanied 
migrant children. 


The Biden administration 
said significant improve- 
ments have been made, in- 
cluding redoubling efforts 
to swiftly reunify kids with 
their families or move them 
to licensed long-term care fa- 
cilities. That has resulted in a 
drop in the number of chil- 
dren in emergency shelters, 
from a high of about 14,500 
in April to fewer than 8,000 
children now, according 
to the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services, 
the agency in charge of their 
care. 


At the Fort Bliss Army Base 
in El Paso, ‘Texas, the admin- 
istration’s largest emergency 
shelter, the number of chil- 


dren has dropped from about 
4.800 to 1,600. Activities like 








exercise classes and weekly 
meetings with case managers 
are now available, along with 
a library on site that children 
can visit anytime, the depart- 
ment said. 


In their accounts, the chil- 
dren — who are not named 
in the court filings — de- 
scribe waiting for weeks or 
more than a month in facili- 
ties with little to do, minimal 
education and no knowledge 
of when they will be allowed 
to leave. 


At Fort Bliss, the Honduran 
girl on suicide watch said she 
could hardly sleep at night 
because the lights were al- 
ways on and she found her- 
self sleeping during the day. 
She said the food was hor- 
rible, including soggy salad 
and foul-smelling bread, so 
she resorted to eating only 
popsicles and juice. 


She said that while on suicide 
watch, pens and pencils were 
taken from her and guards 


observed her every move — 
measures meant to protect 
her from harming herself. 


She said she was told if she 
tried to escape, she would 
spend a longer time in deten- 
tion. When she filed her ac- 
count, she said she had been 
at the facility for nearly 60 
days and didn’t know when 
she could go live in New 
Mexico with her uncle, who 
told her that he had com- 
pleted the paperwork for her 
release. 


“I have been here for a really 
long time. I really want to 
leave,” she said. 


Record arrivals of unaccom- 
panied migrant children have 
tested the Biden administra- 
tion, which has picked up 
nearly 60,000 of them from 
February to May, many of 
them from Central America. 


The government opened 
more than a dozen emer- 
gency intake sites this spring 
to respond quickly to over- 
crowding at Customs and 
Border Protection facilities, 
one of which was holding 
4,000 people in a space in- 
tended for 250 and keeping 
many for weeks, far past a 
three-day limit. 


At the emergency sites, chil- 
dren were expected to remain 
for a week or two until they 
could be reunited with rela- 
tives in the United States or 
sent to more stable locations, 
such as state-licensed long- 
term facilities or foster care. 





More than 2,100 children 
were housed at emergency 
facilities for over 40 days and 
more than 2,600 for 21 to 40 
days at the end of May, ac- 
cording to the government’s 
June report to the court. 
About a third of transitional 
foster care beds remained 
empty, as did nearly 600 beds 


at licensed shelters, the re- 





port said. In their court fil- 
ing this week, advocates who 
say children are languish- 
ing in the massive, tent-like 
structures questioned why 
the government is keeping 
so many in those unlicensed 
shelters rather than placing 
them in licensed facilities or 
with foster families. 


After this many months, that 
“remains a complete mystery 
to us,” said Leecia Welch, se- 
nior director of legal advo- 
cacy and child welfare at the 
National Center for Youth 
Law and one of the lawyers 
for children in the federal 
case. “And it’s not for lack of 
asking the question. We’re 
simply not getting an an- 
swer.” 


A hearing is scheduled for 
next week with the federal 
judge overseeing the case. 


All emergency shelters are 
required to provide clean, 
comfortable sleeping spaces, 
toiletries, laundry and access 
to medical and mental health 
services, according to the De- 
partment of Health and Hu- 
man Services. Kids also can 
confidentially submit feed- 
back in comment boxes. 


The government contends it 
shut down any sites that did 
not meet those standards and 
are closing more as the need 
decreases. 


But advocates fear more 
children could end up at the 
unlicensed emergency sites 
because Texas Gov. Greg Ab- 
bott has ordered the closure 
of federally funded shelters 
that house migrant kids in 
that state. The Biden admin- 
istration has threatened to 
take legal action if the Re- 
publican governor carries out 
the order. More than half of 
migrant children sheltered 
by the U.S. government in 
licensed facilities are in Texas. 


At a facility in Houston that 
has since closed, the 17-year- 
old from El Salvador she 
couldn’t shower for eight 
days and was told to turn her 
underwear inside out because 
there was no laundry. She 
said children were limited 
on when they could use the 
bathroom and that she would 
cry at night. 


“We spent most of the day in 
our beds at Houston because 
there was nothing else to do,” 
she said. “I felt very desper- 
ate.” 
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China, 


(AP) — Canada and 40 
other countries on Tues- 
day urged China to allow 
“immediate, meaningful 
and unfettered access” 
so independent observ- 
ers can visit its western 
Xinjiang region, while a 
Chinese envoy demanded 
that Canadian authorities 
“stop violations of human 
rights” at home. 


The mutual finger-pointing, 
which preceded admissions 
from Canada’s envoy about 
shortcomings in her coun- 
try’s rights record, came in a 
debate at the Human Rights 
Council, the U.N.’s top hu- 
man rights body. 

The showdown in the largely 
virtual council session ex- 
posed an ongoing rift be- 
tween the West and allies 
of China, which has been 
increasingly pushing back 
against the criticism of its hu- 
man rights record. 


Chinese envoy Jiang Duan 
inveighed against Canada’s 
past mistreatment of Indig- 
enous peoples and the re- 
cent discovery of the remains 
of more than 200 children 
at an Indigenous boarding 
school in Canada. He called 
for a “thorough and impar- 
tial investigation” into cases 
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of crimes against Indigenous 
peoples and faulted racism 
and xenophobia in Canada. 


“We urge Canada to im- 
mediately stop violations of 
human rights,” he said, add- 
ing that U.N. bodies should 
“keep following the human 
rights issues in Canada.” 


“Canada has also repeatedly 
used human rights as an in- 
strument to promote its po- 
litical agenda,” Jiang said. 


Canada presented a state- 
ment from 41 mostly West- 
ern countries that echoed 
widespread concerns among 
human rights groups about 
detention centers in Xin- 
jiang, where hundreds of 
thousands of Muslim Uy- 
ghurs and other minorities 


have been held. 


“We urge China to allow im- 
mediate, meaningful and un- 
fettered access to Xinjiang 
for independent observers, 


including the High Com- 
missioner,” Canadian am- 
bassador Leslie Norton said, 
referring to the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Human 
Rights Michelle Bachelet. 


Bachelet’s office has been 
trying since the start of her 
tenure in 2018 to arrange a 
visit to Xinjiang and she said 
Monday she hoped to carry 
one out by year’s end. 

Norton cited “credible re- 
ports” that over 1 million 


people have been arbitrarily 
detained in Xinjiang — some 
facing torture and other “in- 
human” treatment — and 
that Uyghurs and others face 
disproportionate surveillance 
and restrictions on their cul- 
ture. 

China has insisted the cen- 
ters are used for training and 
to help fight terrorism in 
Xinjiang. 


The statement from Norton 
also called for an end to “the 
arbitrary detention of Uy- 
ghurs and members of other 
Muslim minorities,” and also 
expressed concerns about 
human rights in Hong Kong 
and Tibet. 

China’s statement about 
Canada was on behalf of sev- 
eral other countries, includ- 
ing Russia, Belarus, North 
Korea, Iran and Syria. 


“We acknowledge that Cana- 
da has historically denied the 
rights of Indigenous peoples 
through assimilationist poli- 
cles and practices,” said Nor- 
ton. “We know that the world 
expects Canada to adhere to 
international human rights 
standards. We, too, expect no 
less of ourselves.” 

Canada held its National In- 
digenous Peoples’ Day cel- 
ebrations on Monday. 





Australia fights UN downgrade of Great Barrier Reef health 


(AP) Australia said 
Tuesday it will fight 
against plans to down- 
grade the Great Barrier 
Reef’s World Heritage sta- 
tus due to climate change, 
while environmentalists 
have applauded the U.N. 
World Heritage Commit- 
tee’s proposal. 


The committee said in a draft 
report on Monday that “there 
is no possible doubt” that the 
network of colorful corals off 
Australia’s northeast coast 
was “facing ascertained dan- 


99 


ger. 


The report recommends that 
the world's most extensive 
coral reef ecosystem be added 
to UNESCO’s List of World 
Heritage in Danger, which 
includes 53 sites, when the 
World Heritage Commit- 
tee considers the question in 
China in July. 


The listing could shake Aus- 
tralians? confidence in their 
government’s ability to care 
for the natural wonder and 
create a role for UNESCO 


headquarters in devising so- 
called “corrective measures,” 
which would likely include 
tougher action to reduce 
Australia’s greenhouse gas 
emissions. 


Any downgrade of the reef’s 
World Heritage status could 
reduce tourism revenue that 
the natural wonder generates 
for Australia because fewer 
tourists would be attracted to 
a degraded environment and 
dead coral. 


Reef cruise operators said the 
report was wrong and that 
tourists continued to be awed 
by dazzling coral and multi- 
colored fish. But some tour- 
ists said the reef had seemed 
more colorful during visits 
decades ago. 


Environment Minister Sus- 
san Ley said she and Foreign 
Minister Marise Payne had 
called UNESCO Director- 
General Audrey Azoulay to 
express the government’s 
“strong disappointment” and 
“bewilderment” at the pro- 
posal. 


Australia, which is one of 21 
countries on the committee, 
will oppose the listing, Ley 
said. 


“This decision was flawed. 
Clearly there were politics 
behind it,” Ley told reporters. 
“Clearly those politics have 
subverted a proper process 
and for the World Heritage 
Committee to not even fore- 
shadow this listing 1s, I think, 
appalling.” 


The network of 2,500 reefs 
covering 348,000 square ki- 
lometers (134,000 square 
miles) has been World Her- 
itage-listed since 1981. 


But its health is under in- 
creasing threat from climate 
change and rising ocean tem- 
peratures. 


The report found the site had 
suffered significantly from 
coral bleaching events caused 
by unusually warm ocean 
temperatures in 2016, 2017 
and last year. 


Australian Marine Conserva- 


tion Society environmental 
consultant Imogen Zethoven 
welcomed the committee’s 
recognition that “Australia 
hasn’t done enough on cli- 
mate change to protect the 
future of the reef.” 


The reef would become the 
first site to be added to the 
List of World Heritage in 
Danger primarily for climate 
change reasons, Zethoven 
said. 


“It would be a very signifi- 
cant step for the World Heri- 
tage Committee to make this 
decision and one that we re- 





ally hope that it does make 
because it will open up a lot 
of potential change,” she said. 


Richard Leck, a spokesman 
for the environmental group 
WWE, said listing the reef as 
in-danger would be “a real 
shock” to many Australians. 


In 2014, Australia was warned 
that an “in danger” listing 
was being considered rather 
than being proposed for im- 
mediate action. Australia had 
time to respond by develop- 
ing a long-term plan to im- 
prove the reef’s health called 
the Reef 2050 Plan. 
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Afghanistan accuses Taliban of worst 
violence in 2 decades 
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(AP) — Afghanistan's 


foreign minister accused 
the Taliban on Tuesday 
of carrying out its worst 
violence in the past two 
decades and urged the in- 
ternational community to 
try to persuade the Tal- 
iban to honor a February 
2020 agreement with the 
United States to reduce 
violence and enter peace 
negotiations. 


Mohammad Haneef At- 
mar told the U.N. Security 
Council that with the with- 
drawal of U.S. and NATO 
troops “to be completed in 
the coming weeks,” the inter- 
national community should 
also establish a “mechanism” 
to monitor implementation 
of the agreement reached in 





al-Qaida but also regional 
terrorist groups ... in pursuit 
of their violence campaign 
against both Afghanistan and 
other countries.” 

He urged the Taliban to ex- 
plain to the world commu- 
nity why they said they were 
fighting foreign troops in 
Afghanistan and are “killing 
their fellow Afghans, and es- 
pecially civilians, where the 
foreign troops are leaving the 
country now.” 


The U.N. special envoy for 
Afghanistan, Deborah Lyons, 
told the council she cannot 
overstate her concern at the 
situation, saying every major 
trend -- politics, security, the 
peace process, the economy, 
the humanitarian emergency 
and tackling COVID-19 -- is 





Qatar’s capital Doha and the 
council resolution support- 
ing it, “and to take appropri- 
ate measures to ensure com- 
pliance.” 

Under the deal, the U.S. 
agreed to withdraw its troops 
in exchange for a ‘Taliban 
promise to denounce ter- 
rorist groups and keep Af- 
ghanistan from again being 
a staging arena for attacks on 
America, to reduce violence 
and work with the govern- 
ment on a permanent cease- 
fire, and enter negotiations 
with the government aimed 
at restoring peace to the war- 
battered country. 

Atmar said in his virtual 
briefing to the council’s min- 
isterial meeting that the U.S. 
and regional partners have 
met almost all their obliga- 
tions in the agreement, but 
“it’s a sad reality that the Tal- 
Iban has not honored any of 
its obligations,” and has left 
the country and region “dan- 
gerously unstable,” 


He pointed to the Taliban’s 
failure to cut ties with in- 
ternational terrorist groups, 
saying it is hosting “not only 


either “negative or stagnant.” 


While Afghans knew inter- 
national forces would be 
leaving, she said President 
Joe Biden’s mid-April an- 
nouncement that the remain- 
ing 2,500-3,500 troops would 
be gone by Sept. 11 sent “a 
seismic tremor through the 
Afghan political system and 
society at large” because of 
the speed of their departure. 


AUSS.-led coalition launched 
an invasion of Afghanistan 
in 2001 to hunt down and 
destroy the al-Qaida net- 
work and its leader, Osama 
bin Laden, blamed for the 
9/11 attacks on America, and 
overthrew the Taliban, who 
during their rule imposed a 
harsh brand of Islam. 

Biden said in April that the 
U.S. was leaving, having 
achieved its goals: Al-Qaida 
had been greatly diminished, 
bin Laden was dead and 
America no longer needed 
boots on the ground to fight 
the terrorist threats that 
might emanate from Afghan- 
istan. On Friday, Biden will 
meet with Afghan President 


Ashraf Ghani and Abdul- 
lah Abdullah, the head of 
the country’s High Council 
for National Reconciliation, 
which oversees the govern- 
ment’s negotiation team with 
the Taliban. 

Lyons said the Taliban’s in- 
creasing violence over the 
past year, even as peace talks 
began in Doha in Septem- 
ber, and its latest intensified 
military campaign have led to 
significant advances for the 
insurgents. 


“More than 50 of Afghani- 
stan’s 370 districts have fallen 
since the beginning of May,” 
the U.N. envoy said. “Most 
districts that have been taken 
surround provincial capitals, 
suggesting that the Taliban 
are positioning themselves 
to try and take these capitals 
once foreign forces are fully 
withdrawn.” 


She also pointed to a 29% 
increase in civilian casualties 
in the first quarter of 2021 
compared to the same period 
last year, including a 37% rise 
in casualties among women 
and a 23% increase among 
children. She singled out the 
May 8 attack on girls leaving 
school in a majority-Haz- 
ara area of Kabul that killed 
nearly 100 young female stu- 
dents, and two attacks this 
month that killed 11 people 
clearing mines in Baghlan 
province and five people en- 
gaged in polio vaccinations in 
Nangarhar province. 


Lyons said the military cam- 
paign runs country to a re- 
cent statement by the head 
of the Taliban Political Com- 
mission who said: “We are 
committed to forging ahead 
with the other sides in an at- 
mosphere of mutual respect 
and reach an agreement.” 


The United Nations had 
hoped to accelerate stalled 
negotiations in Doha through 
a conference in Istanbul in 
April that would have been 
co-hosted by Turkey, Qatar 
and the U.N., but the Taliban 
never officially responded to 
the invitation, Lyons said, 
and “the drivers of conflict 
seem for now to overwhelm” 
hopes for negotiations. 


Lyons urged the U.N. Se- 
curity Council and regional 
countries to make every ef- 
fort “to avoid the country go- 
ing down the path of more 


bloodshed and suffering.” 
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US seizes Iranian news 
sites under unclear 
circumstances 





(AP) — American authorities took down a range 
of Iran’s state-linked news websites under unclear 
circumstances on Tuesday, the U.S. and Iran said, 
a move that appeared to be a far-reaching crack- 
down on Iranian media amid heightened tensions 
between the two countries. 


The U.S. seized roughly three dozen websites, the major- 
ity of which are linked to Iranian disinformation efforts, 
said a U.S. official who spoke on condition of anonymity 
because the case had not yet been officially announced by 
the American government. 


Iranian state-run news agency IRNA announced the U.S. 
government seizures of the websites, without providing 
further information. 


The takedowns come as world powers scramble to resur- 
rect Tehran’s tattered 2015 nuclear deal and just days af- 
ter the election victory of Iran’s hard-line judiciary chief, 
Ebrahim Raisi. On Monday, Raisi, known for his hostil- 
ity to the West, staked out a hard-line position in his first 
news conference. He ruled out the possibilities of meet- 
ing with President Joe Biden or negotiating over Tehran’s 
ballistic missile program and support for regional militias 
— concerns the Biden administration wants addressed in 
future talks. 


Iran provides support to militant groups in the region, 
such as Lebanon’s militant Hezbollah and Yemen’s 
Houthi rebels, as it seeks to wield its influence far afield 
and counter its foes. 


The U.S. government also took over the domain name of 
the news website Palestine Today, which reflects the view 
points of Gaza-based Islamic militant groups Hamas and 
Islamic Jihad, redirecting the site to the same takedown 
notice. 


Yemen’s Houthi rebel group announced that its Al-Ma- 
sirah satellite news channel went offline without prior 
notice. It said the channel would continue in its mission 
of “confronting the American and Israeli acts of piracy 
against our nation, by any means.” 


Marzieh Hashemi, a prominent Press TV anchorwoman 
who, in 2019, was arrested as material witness in an un- 
specified criminal case and has appeared before a grand 
jury in Washington, told The Associated Press that the 
channel was struggling to “figure out the reasons” for the 
seizure. 


While airing in Iran, Press TV focuses predominantly on 
international affairs through the lens of how leaders in 
the Islamic Republic see the world. Fierce criticism of 
British and American foreign policy is common. Since 
the 1979 Islamic Revolution, IRIB has been in the hands 
of hard-liners who back Iran’s government. 
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(AP) - Switzerland had 
to wait a day to find out it 
advanced to the round of 
16 at the European Cham- 
pionship. 


That's nothing compared to 
its 67-year wait for a quar- 
terfinal spot at a major soccer 
tournament. 


Switzerland beat Turkey 3-1 
to finish third in Group A 
on Sunday, but it took losses 
for Ukraine and Finland on 
Monday to guarantee the 
Swiss a spot in the round 
of 16 as one of the four best 
third-place teams at Euro 


2020. 


The players followed other 
games via the internet from 
their plane as they flew from 
Azerbaijan to Italy to train for 
the next round and had what 
forward Breel Embolo called 
“a little reception” in the ho- 
tel to celebrate. 


“Round of 16, we’re com- 
ing,” Embolo told Swiss 
broadcaster SRF on Tuesday. 
“We all felt happiness because 


it was clear we’d hit our min- 
imum target.” 


The round of 16 is where 
things get tricky for Switzer- 
land. The team lost at that 
stage at the 2014 and 2018 
World Cups and at Euro 
2016. Going out at the same 
stage again would put them 
in the similar category as 
Mexico, which has gone out 
in the last 16 at seven con- 
secutive World Cups. Talk 
of the supposed curse of the 
“quinto partido” — the elu- 
sive fifth game — arises every 
four years. 


The last time Switzerland 
reached the quarterfinals 
was on home soil at the 1954 
World Cup, a spectacular 
7-5 loss to neighbor Austria 
which still holds the record 
for the highest-scoring game 
in tournament history. 


Two goals from Xherdan 
Shaqiri helped Switzerland 
to victory over Turkey, easing 
the pressure on coach Vladi- 
mir Petkovic, who had been 
criticized for his team’s lack 
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of creativity in the earlier 3-0 
loss to Italy. He's been with 
Switzerland since 2014, mak- 
ing him the third-longest- 
serving coach of any team at 
the tournament. 


The win cemented Shaqiri’s 
status as the big-game player 
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switzerland bids to end run of last-16 losses at Euro 2020 


for Switzerland at tourna- 
ments, even after a club sea- 
son at Liverpool where he 
was often on the periphery. 
He scored a hat trick against 
Honduras at the 2014 World 
Cup, an overhead kick against 
Poland in 2016 and the win- 
ning goal in a heated game 








against Serbia in 2018. 


Switzerland will have to wait 
a little longer to find out who 
it plays in the round of 16. 
The Euro 2020 bracket won’t 
be finalized until the last 
groups finish on Wednesday. 





(AP) — After scoring a 
goal to help Denmark 
advance at the European 
Championship, Joakim 
Maehle walked straight 
to a TV camera and 
formed a “10” with his 
fingers. 


That was for Christian Er- 
iksen. 


Maehle’s 82nd-minute goal 
put some extra gloss on a 4-1 
win over Russia on Monday 
that gave Denmark second 
place in Group B and an au- 
tomatic spot in the round of 


16. 


After Eriksen’s collapse in 
the first game and the team’s 
two subsequent losses at 
home, Denmark finally was 
able to celebrate in front of 
their raucous and jubilant 
supporters at Parken Sta- 
dium. 


“If anyone deserves this, 
its our players,” Denmark 
coach Kasper Hjulmand 
said. “I can’t imagine how 
they managed to come 
back from what they went 
through. So big credit to the 
boys.” 





Eriksen — who wears No. 
10 for the national team — 
suffered cardiac arrest and 
had to be resuscitated with 
a defibrillator. He was re- 
leased from the hospital on 
Friday. 


Denmark, Russia and Fin- 
land all finished with three 
points but the Danes had the 
better goal difference. Bel- 
gium won the group with 
nine points, capping it off 
with a 2-0 win over Finland. 


Now a meeting with Wales 
awaits for Denmark in Am- 
sterdam on Saturday. And a 
tournament that so nearly 
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began with a tragedy could 
still turn into a triumph. 


Given all the team's earlier 
misfortune, perhaps it was 
fitting that they were helped 
by a massive gift this time. 
After Mikkel Damsgaard 
put Denmark ahead in the 
38th minute with a looping 
shot from outside the area, 
Yussuf Poulsen made it 2-0 
in the 59th by pouncing on 
a massive defensive error.

“Every now and then you 
get lucky and the ball just 
lands right where you're 
standing,” Poulsen said. “I 
think it’s the first time in my 
life I didn’t track back, and 
then Pm handed a gift.” 
Russia only needed a draw to 
advance and Artem Dzyuba 
got the visitors back in the 
match when he made it 2-1 
from the penalty spot in the 
70th. 


However, Andreas Chris- 
tensen netted from outside 
the area in the 79th and 
Maehle finished off a quick 
counter to put the game be- 
yond doubt. 


Russia had frustrated Den- 
mark for much of the first 
half with its defensive tac- 
tics. But Damsgaard — who 
came into the starting lineup 
in Eriksen’s absence — pro- 
duced the opener when he 
collected a pass from Pierre- 
Emile Hojbjerg, took one 
touch to create some space 
and unleashed a shot that 
sailed into the top corner. 


The 20-year-old Damsgaard 
became Denmark’s young- 
est scorer at a European 
Championship. 


The game then opened up 
considerably after the break 
as Russia had no choice but 
to push forward. 


“The second goal basically 
came out of nowhere and 
it did not give us much 
cause for optimism,” Russia 
coach Stanislav Cherchesov 
said. “Then we allowed two 
counterattacks and we paid 
for those with two goals.” 


Russia’s penalty came when 
Jannik Vestergaard tripped 
Alexander Sobolev in the 
area and Dzyuba slotted the 
spot kick straight down the 
middle. 


Christensen had only scored 
one international goal be- 
fore — in 2017 — but ended 
Russia’s hopes of a come- 
back by firing in a rising 
long-distance shot when the 
ball fell to him shortly after 
goalkeeper Matvei Safonov 
had made a double save.

(AP) — More than 60,000 
fans will be allowed into 
the semifinals and final of 
the European Champion- 
ship at Wembley Stadium 
after UEFA secured an 
agreement Tuesday with 
the British government on 
an increased capacity. 


No details have been pro- 
vided yet on how fans from 
overseas can potentially at- 
tend without having to quar- 
antine after flying into Lon- 
don. 


The government had already 
agreed to increase the current 
sroup-stage capacity of about 
22,000 to at least 40,000 for 
one game in the round of 
16 game and the final three 
matches of the Euro 2020 
tournament at the 90,000- 
seat stadium.

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London about allowing fans 
in by staying in the country 
less than 24 hours and stay- 
ing within bubbles. UEFA is 
also seeking quarantine ex- 
emptions for VIPs, including 
representatives of sponsors.

over the last seven days. The 
resurgence is the result of the 
highly contagious delta vari- 
ant first identified in India, 
sparking concerns among 
European leaders about the 
growing crowds at Wembley. 


“I hope that UEFA will deal 
(with this) responsibly and I 
don’t think it would be good 
if the stadiums there are full,” 


German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel said in Berlin. 


Germany has a strict 14-day 
quarantine for people com- 
ing from Britain because of 
concerns that more cases of 
the delta variant could be im- 
ported, but other European 
Union countries allow trav- 
elers who are fully vaccinated 
to avoid quarantining. 


To enter Wembley, fans have 
to produce a negative lateral 
flow test result or show proof 
they have been fully vacci- 
nated. 


Euro 2020 is seeing the big- 
gest crowds at any event in 
Britain since the pandemic 
took hold in the country in 
March 2020. 





Spain set to bring in Busquets to avoid Euro 2020 debacle 





(AP) — Spain may summon its most experi- 
enced player for its most important match at 
the European Championship. 


Sergio Busquets is set to return for the match 
against Slovakia on Wednesday, when “La Roja” 
faces the possibility of an embarrassing elimina- 
tion in front of its fans. 


Only victory for Spain will be enough to ensure 
a spot in the round of 16 at Euro 2020. A draw 
may be enough, but only if Poland doesn’t defeat 
Sweden in the other Group E match. Both games 
will be played at the same time. 


The 32-year-old Busquets, the only player left 
from Spain’s World Cup-winning squad in 2010, 
didn’t play in the team’s first two matches after 
testing positive for the coronavirus. The Barce- 
lona midfielder had to go into isolation and only 
rejoined the squad on Friday. He did not dress for 
the game against Poland on Saturday. 


Spain coach Luis Enrique didn’t want to risk 
playing with Busquets in the second match but 
said he will be available on Saturday along with 
the rest of his teammates. 


“We didn’t want to risk 1t with such an important 
player as Busquets after he spent 12 days training 
in the garden of his house,” he said. 


Rodri Hernandez played in Busquets’ position in 
the first two matches, a 0-0 draw against Sweden 


and a 1-1 draw against Poland. 


“We missed him,” Spain defender César Azpili- 
cueta said. “We tried to make up for his absence, 
but Sergio is a key player for this team and we are 


happy that he is back.” 


Slovakia coach Stefan Tarkovic said Busquets’ re- 
turn will be a big boost for Spain. 


Azpilicueta himself may be another veteran called 
upon to help the Spanish squad as it faces elimi- 
nation. The 31-year-old Chelsea right back has 
yet to play at Euro 2020 as Luis Enrique preferred 
to use Marcos Llorente in the position. 


Jordi Alba had taken over as captain in the absence 
of Busquets. The national team's longtime cap- 
tain, Sergio Ramos, was not called up after play- 
Ing sparingly in the final part of the season with 
Real Madrid because of injuries. The decision to 
leave him out of the squad even though he would 
have been fit to play by the time Euro 2020 start- 
ed drew a lot of criticism against Luis Enrique, 
with many saying the team was left without a true 
leader. 


Spain, playing all of its group matches in Seville, 
1s two points behind leader Sweden and one be- 
hind Slovakia, which surprised with an opening 
2-1 win over last-place Poland before losing to 


Sweden 1-0. 


Slovakia needs a draw to guarantee its spot in the 


next round. It is making 1ts second consecutive 
appearance after debuting at Euro 2016. Both 
Slovakia and Spain were eliminated in the round 
of 16 in 2016. Spain last missed the knockout 
round in 2004. 


Slovakia hopes to stun Spain again like it did in 
2014 by ending “La Roja’s” 36-match unbeaten 
run in qualifying for a European Championship 
or a World Cup. 


It remains unclear what kind of support Spain 
will receive from its fans at La Cartuja Stadium 
after a video of players ignoring fans at the team 
hotel last weekend was widely shared online. The 
crowd remained supportive when the team ar- 
rived at the hotel on ‘Tuesday, when players were 
constantly waving as they passed by. 


There is also uncertainty about the field condi- 
tions at La Cartuja, which prompted complaints 
by some players after the first two matches. 


Busquets said he was experienced enough to 
know that there was no reason for Spain not to be 
hopeful on Saturday. 


“Pve had the luck of playing in many European 
Championships and World Cups and most of the 
time we arrived at the third match with the feel- 
ing that we deserved more,” he said “but we al- 
ways depended on ourselves and most of the time 
we advanced and won titles.”
